It was just as well that the injunction 
tying up the United Gate and making it 
necessary to start. for six days. with the 
doors to the compartments open. took 
effect while racing was at Hialeah. If it 
had happened at Jamaica. Jamaica would 
now be one with Ninevah and Tyre. 

| thought Harry Palmer (no relation 
to George Palmer or to me) did a fine 
job, everything considered. But naturally 
there wasn’t a horse on the grounds that 
had been schooled to anything but closed 
doors. and only the older riders had ever 
broken from an open gate. The result was 
naturally a pleasant at-randomness about 
some of the starts. and a favorite or two 
got left. 

The patrons here took it philosophically 
enough. though there was occasional 
howl or two, particularly when the. start 
was directly in front of the stands. But 
a New York audience would have torn 
the joint apart. [ didn’t need to be re- 
minded. but the situation underlined how 
far starting has come in the last 12 or 
years. and how infrequently a horse 
gets left: nowadays.

heads the stud there. He has sired the 
winner of two of the three runnings of the 
Florida Breeders’ Stakes. and in the 1950 
version, run on February 8. he accounted 
for the first two to finish.

A. B.. was bred by Mrs. Tilyou Christo- 
pher. but runs in the name of her brother- 
in-law.

There isn’t much sympathy here for 
local patriotism in horse breeding. In the 
conversational stage it’s all right.

in a way. cheating. I suppose it really 
doesn't matter too much, but | can think 
of no stronger way of impressing the in- 
feriority of Florida horses on the general 
mind than demanding an allowance for 
them. Florida breeding has made con- 
siderable progress in recent years, but it 
has been through the initiative of the 
local breeders, and not because of this 
silly native-son allowance.

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Lactating and Non-Lactating Mares: 
Their Blood Picture 


The Contrast in 


Like most scientific research organiza- 
tions, the Department of Animal Path- 
ology at the Kentucky Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, at Lexington, finds its 
appetite and its potential opportunities 
far outstripping its means. It sees an army 
of things to be done, but it has only a 
platoon of workers to do them. And like 
most similar organizations, it has limited 
money to work with. 

The Kentucky laboratory, based at the 
University of Kentucky, has for many 
years been important to the Thoroughbred 
horse industry because of its work on 
parasites, infections of broodmares, causes 
of death among foals, and many other con- 
tributions. One of the latest developments 
from its laboratory is a report on the 
blood picture in lactating and non-lactat- 
ing mares. It has been learned that the 
blood composition in a mare which is 
nursing a foal is different than in a mare 


DR. M. F. HANSEN, who made the blood 
studies discussed here, is a native of Minneapolis, 
and took his A.B. and M.A. at the University 
of Minnesota. He received his Ph.D. in zoology at 
the University of Nebraska. His teaching and _ re- 
search assignments have been at the University of 
Nebraska and the University of Kentucky. At 
the latter institution he has worked mainly on 
parasites, but has found time to begin some re- 
search on the blood of horses. During the war 
he did considerable blood research with the Army’s 
malaria the Pacific 
tropical diseases and parasites. 

Much of the material he presented at 
oughbred Club will be published this spring in 
Veterinary Research. He was assisted in the blood 
work by Dr. A. C. Todd, his co-worker at the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Station, and 
Dr. William R. McGee, of the Lexington veterinary 
firm of Hagyard and Hagyard.

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which is not nursing any progeny. And 
the difference represents a minus on the 
side of the nursing mare. 

The minus, so far as present research 
shows, probably means that a nursing 
mare is not able to give her suckling 
everything it should have. And equally 
important, it probably means that if a 
suckling mare is pregnant at the same 
time, which is a usual condition at a 
Thoroughbred breeding farm, her embryo 
foal also is being short-changed in the 
matter of nourishment. 

So far, this investigation has been 
limited. It has been established that there 
are more octanes, so to speak, in the 
blood of a non-lactating mare than in a 
lactating mare. Now it needs to be learned 
what difference this makes in the foals, 
and what to do about it. But a_begin- 
ning has been made, and as time and 
money and research workers become avail- 
able, more will be done about it. 

Members of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America were made acquainted with this 
aspect of the blood picture in horses at 
their luncheon meeting at Lexington on 
February 11. The man who made the in- 
troduction was Dr. M. F. Hansen, of the 
staff that Dr. F. E. Hull has assembled 
in his animal pathology laboratories. Dr. 
Hansen plays on the same team with Dr. 
A. C. Todd, the parasite man, and Dr. 
E. R. Doll, well known for his work on 
infections in foals and other equine prob- 
lems. 

Dr. Hansen is essentially a_parasitol- 
ogist and works along that line with 
horses and other animals. Last July, in

connection with a general blood survey 
that was contemplated. he visited Green- 
tree Farm and took some blood samples 
from non-lactating broodmares. At the re- 
quest of Clarkson Beard, the Greentree 
manager, he also took samples from some 
mares which had sucklings at their side, 
and were in foal. 

Back in the laboratory the blood sam- 
ples were analyzed, and it was learned 
that the non-lactating mares had_ higher 
counts. They had more red blood corpus- 
cles (erythrocytes). more white blood cor- 
puscles (leucocytes), and had a better pic- 
ture in respect to hemoglobin (the stuff 
that makes blood look red, and that also 
carries oxygen), and in other respects, 
than the lactating mares. 

On the chance that the comparison did 
not give a true picture for some reason 
or another, Dr. Hansen carefully re- 
checked the results, and then arranged to 
take samples from another group of 
mares, both lactating and non-lactating, 
on a breeding farm in another part of the 
county. 

The establishment was Walter 
J. Salmon’s Mereworth Farm, which was 
under different management. It logically 
could be supposed that the Mereworth 
mares. under supervision of Dr. H. 5S. 
White. might serve to check the picture 
at Greentree. There would be some dif- 
ferences in water, feeding, soil analysis, 
and so on that might provide a clue as 
to the reason for the situation at Green- 
tree. 

Between the two farms a total of 34 
was sampled. Seventeen were 
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lactating mares. the other 17 were non- 
lactating. Of the lactating mares, three 
were not in foal, and the other 14 were 
in foal, varying from two to three months. 
Of the non-lactating mares, 12 were bar- 
ren and five were in the early stages of 
pregnancy. 

It seemed likely that there would be 
some differences between the Mereworth 
and Greentree mares because of varying 
environment, but Dr. Hansen tried to 
duplicate the actual conditions under 
which the blood samples were taken by 
controlling such factors as time of day, 
watering, length of time in stall before 
the mares were bled. and the degree of 
excitement during the taking of samples. 

The same results showed up: non-lactat- 
ing mares at Mereworth showed approxi- 
mately the same superiority in the make- 
up of their blood as they had at Green- 
tree. 

Dr. Hansen demonstrated his findings 
to the Thoroughbred Club members by a 
series of six charts which showed the 
blood differences between lactating and 
non-lactating mares. The charts are re- 
printed with this article. 

They show that the non-lactating mares 
had a higher average count of erythrocytes 
and leucocytes, had more hemoglobin. and 
had a higher packed volume of erythro- 
cytes, 

“Why is this?” Dr. Hansen asked him- 
self. It is well known to Thoroughbred 
breeders that broodmares tend to become 
“suckled down” at certain periods during 
the summer. They lose weight, give less 
milk, and in general go into physical 
slump. Older mares. and mares which are 
particularly good milkers, seem more af- 
fected than younger mares or those which 
do not have a strong flow of milk. 

“Why is this?” Dr. Hansen repeated to 
the breeders. Then he offered a tentative 
explanation: “Protein is the catch to the 
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whole story. The protein molecule is com- 
paratively large, and is made of amino 
acids. They are broken down during di- 
gestion and synthesized into body protein, 
to form muscle and so on. Research has 
shown that hemoglobin is not produced 
directly from the protein taken into the 
body in the form of feed, but is produced 
from the body protein. 

“What is the effect of this ‘suckling 
down’ on a developing fetus. which is out 
of sight. inside a mare? The probability 
is that a mare will draw upon her reserve 
of protein in order to supply the needs of 
the fetus and the suckling she is nursing. 

“This leads up to some interesting 
questions: Could this ‘suckled-down’ con- 
dition be the cause of some of the unex- 
plained slipped foals we encounter every 
year on breeding farms? What about long 
nursing periods? Should a suckling foal 
be taken away from a mare after about 
eight months? Or should it be sooner? 
Are the foals from a mare which has 
been barren for a year or more better 
than the foals from a mare which has 
been in steady production for several 
years? Do foals from mares which have 
been barren have a better start in life. 
because their dams have had a chance 
to replenish themselves? Are the earlier 
foals from a mare likely to be better than 
sixth or seventh foals? It would seem 
that the later ones might not be so good 
because of the continual drain on the 
mares.” 

In conclusion Dr. Hansen stated that 
the preliminary studies he had made— 
they are the first blood comparisons, by 
the way. to be made on lactating and non- 
lactating broodmares—may be used as a 
basis for future nutritional studies among

Dr. White: “I think mares would have 
a better chance if early foals were weaned 
early. This year I am going to wean the 
Mereworth foals in three different groups, 
so as to take them away from the mares 
before the mares are pulled down.” 

Mr. Beard: “We haven't as many mares 
as Mereworth, and | am going to wean 
ours in two groups instead of waiting and 
weaning all foals—the early ones and the 
late ones—at the same time.” 

After the general discussion had ended, 
Mr. Drymon remarked to Dr. Hansen that 
the key to optimum protein intake and 
utilization in broodmares may lie in the 
pastures. “It can’t come from bluegrass 
alone” he said. “At Longview Farm. in 
Missouri. we used to milk 500 cows. and 
keep them in high milk production. We 
tried to protein from growing 
plants by pasturing, at different times of 
the year, on barley, wheat. oats. and les- 
pedeza, as well as bluegrass. We used 
bluegrass to its capacity when it was 
high in protein, then we changed to the 
other pastures. I think that by properly 
timing the growth of other grasses besides 


supply 


bluegrass, so as to have them ready for 
grazing when bluegrass is low in protein, 
it is possible to boost high-protein grazing 
by one-sixth. or about two more months in 
the year. But to follow that sort of pro- 
gram you would need about twice as much 
acreage per horse as we now have on the 
average.”

The operation on Citation was per- 
formed by Dr. A. H. Davidson. a mem- 
ber of the Lexington veterinary firm of 


Hagvard and Hagyard. Dr. Davidson. who 
specializes in firing. had used the electric 
iron before, and found it quite satisfae- 
tory. 

He decided to use it on Citation because 
he was travelling by plane to Florida, 


where Citation was stabled. and the elec- 
tric iron, and its equipment. was lighter 
in weight. Besides. the volatile nature of 
ether used in the conventional firing iron 
made the electric iron a safer choice for 
air travel. 

The ether iron works on the same prin- 
ciple as the automatic blowtorch, using 
ether as a fuel. The volatility of ether 
makes it an ideal fuel, whereas, alcohol 
or gasoline would not burn as. satisfac- 
torily. At high altitudes, ether becomes 
even more volatile. 

“The quality of work done by the two 
instruments is the same.” Dr. Davidson 
said. “The only difference is in operational 
technique.”

He has a charming 
wife. and three children, and is only 35 
vears old. 

Whatever suecess he has had in racing. 
he says. belongs to MeDaniel and Jockey 
Billy Pearson. who does most of the  rid- 
ing for the stable. However. he knows 
the game well. is smart. and is a much 
better than average judge of a horse. He

MASTER BOLAND. There is one oth- 
er pleasant surprise of the Santa Anita 
season, and a few notes are in order on 
him, too. The youngster is Master Bill 
Boland. 17 years of age and a native of 
Corpus Christi, Texas. His excellent rid- 
ing has been one of the very bright spots 
of the season to date. 

Californians are willing to accept East- 
ern horses as good, if their records say 
they are. But with jockeys, it is an en- 
tirely different matter. We have seen a 
lot of young riders come out of the East 
with rather promising reputations, good 
connections and press clippings that made 
nice reading matter. One of the very few 
who have measured up to all the flatter- 
ing things said and written about them is 
Boland. 

He is waging a battle now with William 
Shoemaker for the lead among the ap- 
prentice riders, and there is a chance 
that he may even wind up the season 
leading all the jockeys. His victory on 
Ben Whitaker's Deep Blue in the $10. 
000 Derby Trial Handicap was his 27th 
of the meeting. It is a nice compliment 
to an apprentice when a _ trainer like 
Jimmy Conway puts him on a horse in a 
handicap, but his riding merits it. He 
is an excellent gate-boy, has a fine sense 
of pace and is one of the few apprentices 
who can help a horse in the stretch. 

His dad, Joe Boland, once worked for 
the Waggoner Three D stock farm. and 
he gave Bill an early start in the Thor- 
oughbred sport. Gordon Glisson, whom 
he resembles quite closely. and Dave 
Gorman, who rode for the King Ranch, 
helped him along with a lot of sound 
advice. Bill scored his maiden victory last 
May 13 with Safe Arrival, and went on 
from there to top all New York appren- 
tices with 95 winners. He is under con- 
tract to the King Ranch, and his agent, 
Ernie Kothe, has side bets scattered all 
over the place that Boland finishes the 
season as the top apprentice rider at 
Santa Anita. It looks like he might have 
a winner.

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companying picture. When a veterinarian 
is working on areas not easily accessible, 
the cord can be awkward to handle. Dr. 
Arthur Skewes. also of Hagyard and Hag- 
yard, has observed that in some. stable 
areas. electric current is weak. causing the 
iron to heat improperly. Dr. Davidson has 
noticed that the iron does not heat as 
well when the extension cord is long. The 
handle of the electric iron is larger in 
diameter, which may or may not be a 
hindrance. 

But the advantages of the electric iron 
are numerous. In windy weather there is 
no flame to go out, and in cold weather 
the temperature of the iron is relatively 
uniform. Another asset is that the elec- 
tric iron is practically noiseless. whereas. 
the ether iron has the buzz of a blow- 
torch, which might disturb a nervous 
horse. 

The warm-up period of the electric iron 
is much shorter. Dr. Davidson said that 
he frequently used the electric iron on 
small jobs because he could save time 
in preparation. Although he can work 
more rapidly with the old type iron. be- 
cause he has used it longer. he says there 
is no reason to believe that some other 
veterinarian might not work better with 
the other one. 


DEVELOPMENT. Improvements have 
been made on the electric iron. particular- 
ly in the construction of points. Differ- 


ent metals have been tried, and _ better 
ones adopted. The power has been in- 
creased since it was first introduced, and 
a prospective new gadget. not yet in pro- 
duction, is a small built-in light. Fre- 
quently, lighting is poor in stable areas 
where horses are fired. and a small light 
on the working area of the horse’s leg 
would be a help. 


The electric unit comes in small 
carrying case, about 14 inches long (see 
cut). There is a transformer built per- 
manently in one corner. and 15-foot 
cord is carried in the opposite side. A 
tray which fits in the top holds spare 
fuses and a stock of various-sized points. 


THE INVENTOR. Don Nicholson was 
formerly associated with a large manu- 
facturing concern, but left) his job in 
1918 to do something on his own. The 
electric firing iron is one of his early 
ventures, and a more recent one is a plas- 
tic watering ring. designed by Dr. Skewes. 
The watering ring is a plastic, circular 
pipe. that can be slung around a horse's 
leg and connected to a hydrant. Holes 
cut in the inner circumference of the pipe 
permit a flow of water on affected parts 
requiring water therapy. 

The electric iron designed by Mr. Nich- 
olson is not the only one using the prin- 
ciple of electricity. but so far, it) has 
proved the most successful.

Drugs and their Actions 


In order to properly control the prac- 
tice of drugging or doping before rae- 
ing. it is essential that the officials con- 
cerned with such regulations have clearly 
in mind exactly what they are dealing 
with. | therefore propose to discuss. first 
of all. the meaning of the term —drug. 
The Federal Food. Drug. and Cosmetic 
Act is designed to control the interstate 
traffic in food. drugs and cosmetics. It 
defines a drug in very lengthy and de- 
tailed terms. but is the legal definition of 
drug in the U.S. 

For purposes of this discussion we can 
say that a drug is any substance recog-

the winner of only one stakes event. the 
Boots and Saddles Handicap at Detroit. 
This is technically true, but until last 
year Detroit ran what would have been 
stakes at any other track but ran them 
under overnight conditions. Sun Herod 
won several of these. and altogether he 
has earned about $158.000. He was one 
of four horses which P. L. Grissom. a De- 
troit automobile man, bought from Brook. 
meade Stable a couple of seasons ago 
for a reported $76.000. He has more than 
paid out for the entire group, since about 
$130.000 of his earnings have been for 
Grissom.

GOSSIP. Last week Charles Corolla, 
one of the new riders here, finished first 
with Excel Lad. hitting the horse right 
between the ears with his bat.

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Advances Aired 
At NATB Meet 


The National Association of Thorough- 
bred Breeders re-afirmed a_ resolution 
opposing legalized off-track betting at a 
meeting of directors on February 10, at 
Hialeah, Fla. The resolution was first in- 
troduced, and passed unanimously, in 
July, 1949, 

Three premises of the resolution are 
that off-track betting is against the pub- 
lic interest, that it would eventually ruin 
the Thoroughbred industry, and that it 
would result in widespread unemployment 
in the horse industry. The resolution 
urged that its 1,392 members, mostly 
racing stable owners, do no racing in 
any state which legalizes off-track betting. 

In the meeting on February 10. night 
racing and purses were discussed, but no 
action was taken on either subject. 

Grant Dorland, secretary-treasurer of 
the group, was instructed to communi- 
cate with race track executives and sug- 
gest that more races for 2-year-olds be 
programmed, In a discussion of this pro- 
posal, it was pointed out that breeders 
cannot find a ready market for yearlings 
unless buyers are given an opportunity 
to race them when they are ready to run. 
The aim of the NATB is for each track, 
starting January 1, to have at least one 
2-year-old race each day. Hialeah Park 
will comply with the request for the 
balance of the meeting, according to a 
statement made by John C. Clark. presi- 
dent. 

It was reported that the California 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association had 
been elected to membership. This is the 
fourth state group to affiliate. 

A report was made on the NATB 
scholarships, which are now established 
at nine universities. The universities se- 
lected are Brown University. University 
of California, Michigan State College. 
University of Illinois, University of Ken- 
tueky, Rutgers University, University of 
Florida, Cornell University, and Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts. 

NATB scholarships are open to Future 
Farmers of America who can show they 
need help, and can meet other require- 
ments of their State institution. 

The first NATB study of the effect of 
pari-mutuel taxes on wagering is nearing 
completion. First reports indicate a rela- 
tionship between higher taxes and lower 
mutuel handle. The high-tax states lost 
42 per cent of their business from 1946 
to 1949. A group of medium-tax states 
dropped 20 per cent, and states in the 
low-tax bracket dropped 4 per cent from 
1946, it was said.

spinal cord) in adequate amounts. they 
eause direct effects of stimulation. That 
is, they increase respiration and muscu- 
lar activity. Again, the dosage or amount 
of drug which is used and the time over 
which it acts are responsible for the ef- 
fects which we see. 

My final question has thus been pre- 
sented. It is this: Can a drug be both a 
stimulant and a depressant? The answer 
must be yes. 


In many cases, it is a matter of how 
much drug has been given, since at one 
level of dosage, stimulation may be seen, 
while at another dosage level, depres- 
sion may be seen. I will try to illustrate 
what I mean by the use of several exam- 
ples. 

As we all know. alcohol, in moderate 
to large amounts, will produce profound 
depression. Inco-ordination, stupor. and 
even unconsciousness are signs of the so- 
called “dead drunk.” Alcohol is therefore 
generally and accurately classed as a de- 
pressant. 

However. small amounts alco- 
hol appears. and [ wish to emphasize 
the fact that it appears, to act as a stimu- 
lant. This apparent stimulation is seen in 
the wagging or loosening of tongues with 
small amounts of alcohol. It is also evi- 
denced in increased activity of the indi- 
vidual, even to the point of belligerency. 
We know that our mind exercises much 
control It is by de- 
pressing this control of the brain or mind 
that aleohol produces this apparent stimu- 
lation. In small amounts aleohol appears 
to act as a stimulant: with larger amounts 


over our actions. 


general depression is seen. 

I mentioned previously that ether, an 
anesthetic agent used for surgery. is a 
marked depressant. Any of you who has 
experienced inhalation anesthesia. or who 
has seen it given to someone else. re- 
members the marked period of  excite- 
ment or increased activity that precedes 
the anesthesia. Here is another example 
of apparent duality of action of a drug

We have previously mentioned the case 
of local anesthetics, such procaine.

Summarizing rather simply. have 


indicated that a great many substances 
may be classed as drugs. Many drugs ex- 
hibit both stimulation and depression ef- 
fects.

Your president has appointed a com- 
mittee to again consider the proposition 
of proposed legislation to legalize off- 


course betting, and we hereby respect. 
fully submit our report. 

The tempo of the attack of those who 
would destroy racing by establishing off. 
course betting has been increased. This 
ancient sport and great business is threat. 
ened by advocates of deficit spending and 
by some misguided persons who seek to 
legalize the activities of those who 
throughout our history have defied our 
laws and wrought evil influences on all 
the bookie and his kin. Putting it 
another way, one group. frantic to raise 


sports 
money regardless of principles involved, 
would recognize these leeches so they may 
legally prey on a gullible public; another 
group. to cure an evil, would create a 
bigger one. 

Last year your special committee ren- 


dered a report against “off-course betting” 


and the NASRC unanimously voted to 
oppose any legislation legalizing off- 


course betting. 

In order to intelligently appraise our 
problems. we must have clearly in mind 
the history of pari-mutuel betting. 

One M. Oller. a Parisian businessman, 
as a sideline to his established business. 
dealt in operating handbooks on races be- 
ing run near Paris—this in the early 
1870°s. He was. of course, thoroughly fa- 


miliar with the chiseling and crooked 
methods prevailing among bookmakers.

In a few years, however, and probably 
because the then president of the Gov- 
ernment Council saw an opportunity to 
derive funds for the state, the pari-mutuel 
system was recognized as legal. Ever 
since, it has been acknowledged through- 
out the world as the most fair and con- 
sistent method of permitting a person to 
win or lose on his ability to pick horses.

purses, the balance is returned to the 
wagering spectators.
